Commander of British Warship Turned 
Pirate and Reasoned That Soil of 
California Must Be "Richly 
Auriferous." 

A scarce book, which Is thought to 
be the first In English to give an ac 
count of the discovery of gold In Cali- 
fornia, has been discovered. It Is also 
an account of the exploits of Capt 
George Shelvocke, one of the most 
notorious pirates of his time. 

The title Is "A Voyage Round the 
World, by Way of the Great Sea, Per- 
formed In a Pirate Expedition During 
the War Which Broke Out with Spain 
in the Year 1718." Shelvocke entered 
the British navy before 1600, and Is 
said to have served under Uenbow 
When the war with Spain began 
ressela that were fitted out to cruise 
against the enemy were put undei 
the command, respectively, of John 
Cllpperton and Shelvocke. 

CUpperton bad the larger ship, the 
Success. The Speedwell, which Shelv- 
ocke commanded, was of 24 guns and 
100 men. He conceived a grudge 
against Cllpperton, and, taking advan- 
tage of a galo of wind a few days after 
their departure from England, sepa- 
rated from the Success, and did not 
fall In with her again for nearly two 
years. He hoisted an ambiguous en- 
sign upon meeting a Portuguese ves 
eel near the coast of Brazil, which 
made her captain believe Shelvocke 
was a pirate, and led to his paying a.f. 
ransom a large sum of money and 1 
quantity of valuable merchandise. 

Shelvocke Failed along the roast 0 
Chile, capturing prizes and sacking 
find burning Payta. Then, to eseapi 
Spanish ships of war, he made for the 
Island of Juan Fernandez, where his- 
retsel was wrecked. From the re 
mains of the Spe. dwell they built a 
small vessel of 10 tons, captured 
Spanish ship of 200 tons burden, sent 
the crew off in the little bark, ami 
then made the Isle of Quito, where 
Ihey tell in with Cllpperton's vessel, 
ihe a»»««, out again separated. 

Shelvocke then captured at Sonson- 
ate the Santa Faniilla of 300 tons, and 
when informed that peace had been 
concluded, hurriedly put to sea with 
his prfu, On May IB, 1721, he cap- 
tured another ship laden with stores 
and having on board more than $100,- 
000 In coin. 

He sailed north to California, no 
tirg th.it Its soil was richly auriferOUl 
and that probably "the country 
abounds in metals of all sorts."

Thirty-five years ago on May 10

')aniel Collins Graves. For something 
Ike a year his name was on every 
tongue in the country. He was the 
subject of pulpit and platform orators 
lohn Boyle O'Reilly of the Boston 
Pilot, immortalized him In stirring 
verse, which Included these stanzas:

Fogt Made to Order. 

Among the means of protecting fruit 
trees against frost practiced In Cali- 
fornia Is the production of fog by a 
generator In the form of a wagon. The 
wagon carries a sheetlron tank, the 
upper part of which is filled with wet 
straw or similar material, kept moist 
by the automatic Injection of water 
from a cask, while near the bottom is 
a grato upon which tar is burneuT a 
blast, operated by a revolving fan, 
serving to maintain the combustion.
